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The  collection  of  pictures  which  is  described  in 
this  catalogue  is  unique.  It  is  unlikely  that  there  is 
another  collection  in  the  country  including  so  many 
portraits  in  oil  and  red  drawing.  The  greater  part  of 
the  collection  is  the  work  of  J.  H.  Sharp  and  E.  A 
Burbank,  artists  of  reputation  who  have  for  years 
made  a  specialty  of  Indian  portraiture.  Other  artists 
represented  are  Messrs.  Frederick  Remington.  Craig, 
Phillips.  Deming  and  Gandy. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Butler,  Jr..  of  Youngstown.  O..  to  whom 
this  entire  collection  belongs,  and  through  whose 
courtesy  it  is  on  free  exhibition,  for  years  has  been 
securing  these  portraits,  many  of  which  it  would  be 
impossible  to  duplicate.  The  collection  takes  on 
added  value  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  subjects 
painted  have  many  of  them  died,  and  that  there  is  no 
generation  coming  on  to  take  their  places,  inasmuch 
as  the  old  type  of  Indian  is  passing  away.  Many  of 
the  originals  of  these  portraits  took  part  in  uprisings 
on  the  frontier  and  the  story  of  their  lives  would  be 
thrilling  reading. 
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It  is  noteworthy  that  both  Mr.  Burbank  and  Mr. 
Sharp  have  lived  several  years  among  the  various 
tribes,  studying  the  individuals,  and  becoming  thor 
oughly  familiar  with  their  peculiarities.  Both  of 
these  artists  have  to  an  unusual  degree  the  rare  gift 
of  depicting  character  in  the  portraits  which  they 
produce. 

The  observer  will  be  convinced  that  Mr.  Butler 
has  been  successful  in  accomplishing  the  purpose 
which  he  had  in  mind ;  namely,  securing  a  complete 
collection  of  portraits  of  Indian  chiefs  and  Indian 
types. 

The  comments  on  the  pictures  which  accompany 
the  titles  are  memoranda  made  by  the  artists  at  the 
time  the  portraits  were  painted.  Considerable  inter 
est  attaches  to  the  following  biographical  sketches. 

E.  A.  BURBANK. 

E.  A.  Burbank  was  born  in  Harvard,  111..  Aug.  10, 
1858.  He  attended  the  Chicago  Academy  of  Design 
in  18/4.  and  went  to  Munich,  Germany,  to  study  art 
in  1887.  In  Chicago  he  was  a  pupil  of  Felix  Regamy 
and  Mr.  Gookins.  and  in  Munich  he  studied  under 
Paul  Nanen.  He  was  awarded  the  Yerkes  first 
prize  at  Chicago  in  1893.  and  an  Honorable  Mention 
and  Medal  at  the  Atlanta  Exposition.  His  work  has 
also  been  shown  at  the  Paris  Exposition  and  the  St. 
Louis  World's  Fair. 

In  1897  he  commenced  painting  portraits  of  types 

of  all    the   different   tribes   of  the   American   Indian. 

He   has   obtained   portraits   of  nearly   all   the   famous 

..Id    chiefs— who    have    contributed    so    much    to    the 
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making  of  Indian  history — and  has  also  painted  the 
best  representative  types  of  the  warriors  and  squaws 
of  nearly  all  the  tribes. 

In  marking  out  a  field  of  his  own  which  has 
been  faithfully  followed,  he  has  carefully  adhered  to 
every  minute  detail  of  tribal,  religious  and  conven 
tional  ceremonial  in  dress,  form  and  color — making 
these  portraits  of  the  greatest  ethnological  value — and 
to  the  students  of  Indian  character,  who  know  the 
prejudice  and  suspicion  of  the  red  man's  nature, 
he  has  been  a  surprise  in  his  success. 

BERT  PHILLIPS. 

Bert  Phillips,  Indian  painter.  wras  born  at  Hud 
son,  N.  Y.,  1868.  He  studied  at  the  National  Acad 
emy  of  Design  New  York,  under  Professors  Wil- 
marth  and  Ward :  Art  Students'  League,  New  York, 
under  Benjamin  Fitz  ;  Academic  Julien,  Paris,  under 
Benjamin  Constant  and  Jean  Paul  Laurens.  Settled 
in  Taos,  New  Mexico.  1898.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Western  Artists  and  American  Art  As 
sociation,  Paris. 

JOSEPH  HENRY  SHARP. 

Joseph  Henry  Sharp.  Artist,  was  born  at  Bridge 
port,  O.,  Sept.  27.  1859.  On  account  of  deafness. 
Joseph  Sharp  was  compelled  to  leave  school,  and 
just  as  the  boy  began  his  art  career  his  father  lost  a 
considerable  fortune,  an  additional  difficulty  being 
thus  thrown  in  his  path,  but  as  bravely  surmounted. 
At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  commenced  his  art  studies 
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in  the  McMicken  School  of  Design,  Cincinnati.  In 
1881  he  visited  Europe,  and  in  Antwerp  studied  un 
der  Charles  Verlat  one  year.  In  1886  he  studied  in 
Munich  under  Carl  Marr,  and  with  Gysis  in  the  Na 
tional  Academy.  In  1895-96  Mr.  Sharp  returned  to 
Paris,  and  studied  two  years  under  Jean  Paul  Laur- 
ens,  Benjamin  Constant,  Courtois  and  Girardot- 
During  this  time  he  won  a  silver  medal  at  the  Color- 
rossi  School,  and  had  three  pictures  exhibited  at  the 
Salon,  which  brought  him  much  praise.  Mr.  Sharp 
has  visited  all  the  art  centers  of  the  Old  World.  He 
spent  several  months  in  Spain,  with  Frank  Duve- 
neck,  copying  Velasquez  and  other  gems  of  the  Prado 
in  Madrid,  and  in  sketching  in  Seville  and  the  Al- 
hambra.  In  1892  Mr.  Sharp  became  an  instructor 
in  the  life  classes  at  the  Cincinnati  Art  Academy.  In 
addition  to  executing  many  portraits  of  prominent 
people  in  the  Ohio  Valley,  he  has  been  doing  fine 
work  as  a  depicter  of  Indian  life  in  the  West,  stand 
ing  alone  in  this  particular  field.  In  December, 
1900,  he  exhibited  (by  request)  at  the  Cosmos  Club, 
Washington,  a  collection  of  portraits  of  famous  In 
dians,  of  which  the  U.  S.  Government  purchased 
eleven  for  the  National  Museum  (Smithsonian) 
thereby  approving  their  ethnological  as  well  as  artis 
tic  value. 

He  has  a  studio  and  log  cabin  at  Crow  Indian 
Agency,  Mont-,  where  he  spends  the  winter  half  of 
each  year,  being  interested  in  winter  landscapes  and 
Indian  scenes.  In  the  summer  he  visits  various 
Reservations  in  rotation,  spending  several  months  at 
each.

Joseph  inherited  his  name  from  his  father, 
his  Nez  Perce  name  is  "Hin-mah-toe-yah- 
lah-Kliekt."  translated  means  "thunder 
rattling  the  mountains."  In  1899  Joseph 
claimed  to  be  fifty-three  years  old.  He  is 
a  noble  man,  of  a  kind  and  generous  dispo 
sition,  and  honorable.  He  has  two  squaws 
and  had  ten  children,  but  all  are  dead.  He 
is  the  onlv  living  chief  among-  the  Nez 
Perces.  He  lives  at  present  on  the  Cal- 
ville  reservation  at  the  Nes  Pilem  Agency, 
Washington.  His  great  ambition  is  to  move 
his  own  people  at  Lapmay.  The  Century 
Magazine,  May,  1884,  has  a  good  article  on 
"Joseph."
